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Bayard’s reply, which was unpre- 
meditated, was modeft and digni- 
hed. 

“He obferved, in anfwer to 
theirs requeft, that it had been his 
fixed determination, and that he 
had «xprefled i without referve— 
to decline a re-ele€tion; Bur that 
having voluntarily embarked in the 
caufe of his country, and having 
uniformly experienced the molt 
Jiberal confidence of his eonftitu- 
ets, he ieli under every obligation

Bavard’s private character is no lefs 
interefting than his public. Among 
the federaiilis of th.s Rate he is al- 
moft idolifed : And fuch, among 
the oppofie party, is the idea of 
his popuylanty, that their leader, 
Mr. Rodney, declines flanding in 
competion with him, though they 
fo recently had the majority with 
them, There appears within a 
few weeks to have been a worder- 
ful political change in this fta'e ;— 
and cur trends enter'ain a full ccn- 
fidence of comple'ely retrieving the 
chara€ter of Delaware at the ap- 
proaching election. This change 
has been produced, it is tobe fup- 
pofed, on corre and proper prin- 
ciples.
